There is an old saying, sug- 
gested by the U.S. dilemma in 
Quemoy, that diplomacy is easy

and the seat. 

But this is an 
axiom out of the 
era of polite, 
w e | 1- groomed 
diplomats of 
meticulous man- 
ners and of a 
time when dec- 
larations of war 
were delivered in written form 
with all the ritual of a formal 


call. 

It is well known that the ad- 
ministration considers itself un- 
justly confined in a perverse and 
nagging diplomatic hell insofar as 
the whole issue of the Formosa 
Straits is concerned. 

In an effort to escape the in- 
tolerableness of it we are moving 
slowly toward bringing it to the 
United Nations. 

The belief grows that there will 
be no war unless the Nationalist 
Chinese begin it. They yearn to 
bomb the mainland gun positions 
and we are not sure they will 
not, one fine day, have a go at it, 
depending on our treaty to back 
them up. 

But if that can be prevented, 
we face another very present dan- 
ger. The Chinese Reds are quite 
aware of the fact that not merely 
the non-Communist Asian nations 
dislike our policy, but our major 
allies as well, Britain and Can- 
ada, plus the NATO nations. We 
are in the unhappy position of 
feeling that we have done no 
wrong but are about to be con- 
victed of one. 

The Chinese Communists, ‘‘with 
ways that are dark and tricks that 
are vain,” happily continue to 
push us into a position which 


makes us appear opposed to a 
reasonable settlement. 


Detailed Study 


It is because of this that the 
United States plans to issue a 
detailed and documented study of 
the events leading to the present 
crisis. It will be, if human skill 
can so write and organize its 
facts, a paper which will make it 
necessary for Peiping either to 
remove the false face of “peace” 
so long and piously worn, or to 
silence its guns. 

Our State Department now re- 
portedly regrets that it did not 
long ago publish the refusals of 
the Chinese Reds to discuss a set- 
tlement of the Formosan issue in 
perhaps 30 of the 72 talks we 
have had with them in Geneva, 
Switzerland. We did not because 
the talks began with one central 
purpose of obtaining the release 
of some 40-odd American pris- 
oners. Once that was largely re- 
solved, the United States at- 
tempted to talk peace in the 
straits, through an agreement to 
renounce use of force. The Chi- 
nese wiggled out of an outright 
refusal, but never agreed. 


The U.S. View 


The U.S. view is that while both 
the Nationalists and the Mainland 
Reds had been shooting at one 
another for about eight years, 
it was the Communists who be- 
gan the heavy bombardments 
which brought on the present 
crisis. 

For the Communists to charge 
the United States with aggression 
and to make it seem so to the 
Asians and others by forcing our

Wild Rocket 
Blown Up in 
Rain of Fire 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—A lightning-fast Navy Polaris 
test rocket was blown apart high 
over the Cape Wednesday, raining 
flaming debris back on the launch- 
ing area. 

The sleek rocket was deliberate- 
ly destroyed by a range safety 
officer when it strayed off course 
and appeared to be heading down 
the coast instead of out to sea. 
No one was hurt. 

The missile broke into two sec- 
tions at about 50,000 feet. They 
traced twisting trails of white 
smoke against the sky as they 
plunged back to earth. 


NEAR LAUNCHING PAD 


The larger chunk hit like a 
bomb only a few yards from the 
Polaris launching pad. Its fiery 
return caused a violet explosion 
that blasted white flames and 
mushrooming brown smoke high 
in the air. 

The second section plunged into 
the Banana River some five miles 
south of the launching site, splash- 
ing a huge spray of mud and 
water. Banana River is a tide- 
water inlet separating the cape 
from the Florida mainland. 

It was the first time, as far 
as known, that a missile explosion 
had threatened a populated area 
outside the world’s largest missile 
test center. The cape was opened 
in 1950. 

DEFECTIVE PROGRAMMER 


It was learned the trouble was 
caused by a defective program- 
mer, a tiny electrical device in- 
side the missile that directs the 
flight’s control, 

The latest Polaris test vehicle, 
a new model called the AX1, was 
being fired for the first time. The 
trim 25-foot Lockheed rocket re- 
portedly is very similar to the 
final Polaris configuration. 

The Polaris is an intermediate 
range—1,500-mile — ballistic mis- 
sile being developed for launching 
from nuclear-powered submarines.

An Atlanta attorney who filed 
suits against the bonds of five 
State Highway Board members in 
the name of Gov.

Archbishop Meyer, 55, was 
raised to the Episcopacy in 1946. 
A native of Milwaukee, he served 
as altar boy at old St. Mary’s 
Church there. He attended St. 
Francis Seminary in Wisconsin 
and the North American College 
in Rome. He later was rector at 
St. Francis. 

After being ordained in Rome ~ 
on July 11, 1926, he studied scrip- 
ture at the Pontifical Biblical In- 
stitute until 1930 when he returned 
to this country. 

Cardinal Stritch, who was arch- 
bishop of Chicago for 18 years, 
was the first American cardinal 
ever named to the Roman Curia.

The State Merit Board Wednés- 
day authorized raises of as much 
as 7 per cent for state employes 

provided their departments 
in enough money to cover the 
increases. 

Board member Stanley Brooks 
of Helena voted against the two- 
man majority on the grounds it 
might upset the finances of the in- 
coming Vandiver administration. 

Dr. Hugh Goodwin of Summer- 
ville said he would not vote for 
the proposal ‘if it was going to 
cost the state a million dollars,’ 
but noted that ‘it has to be done 
within the present budget. 

“IT don’t think it will saddle the 
next man, or I wouldn’t be for 
it,” Goodwin added. 

Board chairman J. R. Dunn of 
Baxley voted with Goodwin. 

Specifically, the board gave de- 
partments the right to eliminate 
the first pay step in each grade 
and to add two steps at the top 
of each grade. 

Since each pay step averages 
about 3.8 per cent, Merit Sys- 
tem Director E. L. Swain said, 
departments with sufficient funds 
can grant raises of from 3.8 per 
cent to slightly more than 7 per 
cent. 

About 98 per cent of all state | 
employes are covered by the 
Merit System.

DOUGLASVILLE—As much as I've 
railed against dirty, tobacco juice spat- 
tered, unkempt courthouses in my time, I 
certainly wasn’t prepared for anything as 
elegant as Douglas county’s splendid new 
edifice. In my heart I really like the old 
buildings, even the ones of tacky, inde- 
terminate architecture but especially the 
pretty ones with columns and tree-shaded 
yards. 

Douglas county’s old courthouse burned 
a few years ago and in its place the 
county erected on the crest of the ridge 
a low-slung modern building with clean, 
spare lines and lots of plate glass.

The conference included in its 
program of specific projects sug- 
gestions by Brazil’s President Jus- 
celino. Kubitschek for a number 
of study and development pro- 
grams. 


WEEK OR SO 


An aide to Secretary of State 
Dulles said, ‘“The practical results 
of this conference can begin to be 
seen in a matter of a week or so.”’ 
He meant that organizational work 
could be under way in that time. 

The communique by the 21 min- 
isters said the special committee 
will be named by the Council of 
the Organization of American 
States. It will work on various 
projects, including the Brazilian 
proposals and a plan by Argentina 
for broad training of technicians 
in economic development, agricul- 
ture, industrial engineering, public 
administration and business ad- 
ministration plus suggestions by 
other countries.

Ameriean’s Laundromat 


Cleans Lp in Moscow 


By ANGELO NATALE 
MOSCOW \®—The Soviet Union Wednesday bought a Los Angeles 
businessman’s automatic laundry setup, and Romaine Fielding thus 
won his gamble. 

He set up his 10 washing, dry- 
ing and pressing machines Sept. 
12 in a new apartment area base- 
ment to demonstrate them. Mus- 
covites came by the hundreds with 
their laundry. 

Fielding’s only condition was 
that the Russians buy the equip- 
ment from him within two wéeks 
or he would ship it all back to the 
United States. 

Fielding said the Russians paid 
him little more than $30,000 in 
cash for the four 30-pound stain- 
less steel washers, the one 90- 
pound washer, four dryers and a 
shirt pressing unit. 

There was no indication how 


Fielding originally planned to 
exhibit the equipment at an 
American trade fair scheduled for 
Moscow’s Gorky Park in August. 

Plans for the fair fell through. 


Fielding decided to display the 
laundry on his own since it had 
already been shipped to Finland. 


He conducted his own negotia- 
tions and got permission to bring 
in the equipment as an individual 
under his two-week time limit con- 
dition.

If the suit breaks 3-3 he gives 
up but one trick in the suit and 
the insurance policy has cost him 
a mere 30 points. However, if 
the more probable 4-2 division is 
present and either the jack or 
nine drops on the first two rounds 
then declarer can drive out the 
remaining high card with the 
eight.

How Fat Cattle Shows 
Got Start in Georgia 


Elfred S. Papy, who might be called ‘“‘Pappy” of all the 
Fat Cattle Shows in Georgia, told of how they got started. The 
locale was the rich mountain valleys of Rabun County. Mr. 
Papy wondered why the valleys there couldn’t produce the same 
fat cattle which were being produced in the same sort of area 
up in Tennessee and Kentucky. : 

Mr. Papy was then manager of White Provision Co. here, 
a subsidiary of giant Swift & Co. packing house. He went up there,. 
talked to the farmers, county agents, feed people and others 
interested, and decided that the country was right, the grass was 
right, and the people were right, but they didn’t know what a 
real, prime beef crittur was supposed to look like. 

Mr. Papy got a load of prime steers from Tennessee and took 
them up for a small cattle show at Clayton. The farmers, and 
particularly their teenage sons, were so interested that Mr. Papy 
made this proposition to the county agent: 

“T'll buy 10 steers that need fattening out and give them to 
you to farm out to these young folks,” he told the county 
agent. “When they get them fat, we'll have an auction—they 
don’t have to sell them back to me—and that way they'll learn 
what money-makers the steers can be. And they can pay me back 
the initial cost of the steers—no interest.” 


Steer Loan Plan Worked 


The county agent took him up—the plan worked and soon 
spread to other counties. “They soon started buying their own 
steers and I wasn’t needed anymore,’”’ Mr. Papy said. 

Mr. Papy, who is now president of Southeastern Fair and is 
interested vitally in a host of other civic enterprises, says that 
anyone who can remember back just a couple of decades should 
see the cattle which win prizes in Georgia fairs now and compare 
them with the, scrawny beasts which used to roam the ‘exercise 
yards" of Georgia farms. ‘““You couldn’t call @ clay hillside a 
pastire in those days,” Mr. Papy said.

Williams Is a Bum

NEW YORK—The innocent associate greatness with nobility 
in sports. They believe character is the root of talent. The obscure

famous. Genius isn’t a qualification for sainthood. 
Crows are not angels no matter how high they 
fly. The time on a stop-watch can’t turn a mule 
into a thoroughbred. 

Striking a baseball with a bat for an average 
of .406 doesn’t grant Ted Williams the privilege 
of bumhood. But it has and today the sport, dis- 
credited by recent events, stands disgraced. 

Fifty dollars is a pittance to a man earning 
$125,000 a year, which is what the Boston fran- 
chise pays Williams. That’s the amount Will 
Harridge, the president of the American League, 
fined Williams for flinging the bat that struck a 
woman sitting in a box at a game in Fenway 


This was an act by a player who has repeatedly demonstrated 
that he is more important than the government of baseball. But | 
then so is anyone who challenges the authority of the cowering likes 


of Harridge. Baseball, as Kenesaw Mountain Landis ran it with 
dignity and a fierce grace, was buried with the first commissioner. 

It would be natural to assume that Ford Frick would interfere 
and prove that the business he is supposed to supervise is operated 
with more principles than an alley crap game. But no one who is 
familiar with his subservience in similar circumstances would 
anticipate any demonstration of authority.

Such as Joe DiMaggio, Stan Musial and Bob Feller 
were subjected to the same pressures. They declined the immunity 
of greatness which Williams has used to intimidate all those who 
will submit to his cruel arrogance. He has, since he originally came 
to Boston, conducted a crusade against all that baseball is supposed 
to be but rarely is. 

There is no doubt that he is the greatest batter of his genera- 
tion but he is a soloist and gives recitals with his bat. 

There has never been a season when he appeared to realize that 
his game is played nine men to a side. It is as if the eight men on 
his team were stooges who killed time until he came up to bat. 

This is the third time he has been fined for throwing a bat. 
It is fortunate that he has not gravely injured a spectator before 
this. Naturally, Williams didn’t intend to harm Mrs. Gladys Heffer- 
nan but the bat lacerated her face. It could have killed her, and 
then what would the fine have been?

Would it be a league matter with the commissioner of baseball 
dispatching a night-letter of condolences to the bereaved family? 
It is the third time Williams has been lightly reprimanded for such 
deportment. Previous fines didn’t impress him. Why should a $50 
levy reform him? By this trivial retaliation, Harridge should have 
convinced Williams that his vicious angers entertain those who are 
his magistrates. There is no reason for Williams to alter his ways. 
If Harridge doesn’t object, why should Williams? 

There are some who condone Williams’ vulgar and dangerous 
hysteria because he is dedicated to raising funds in the interests of 
cancerous children. He should be honored for this unselfishness. 
But it has nothing to do with his spiteful behavior on the field. Not 
even Dr. Salk is given the right to violate the common rules of de- 
cency by which men must live with their kind. I still can praise 
Williams for his compassion and charity but I can’t give him a 
pass for the ugly disposition he refuses to restriet. 

It is the excuse of Williams’ partisans that disgust with himself 
provoked him into throwing the bat that struck the old lady. I 
agree with Williams’ opinion of himself. That’s why I write this 
column. 

He has demeaned himself by profanely haranguing baseball re- 
porters who are not his physical equals. It is a trait of his nature 
to bull anyone he can. Such an attitude has justly made him un- 
popular with ballplayers who have been associated with him any 
length of time. 

The majority considers Williams a surly and nastily independent 
man who is in business for himself. Only those kids who flatter 
him by soliciting his advice on batting can tolerate him. You must 
agree with Williams or he describes you as an enemy. 

Since baseball began, Williams is the only player ever chastised 
by a ball club for making obscene gestures. He publicly turned his 
vileness on the multitude that supports him and Tom Yawkey, who 
owns the Red Sox, announced he would deduct $5,000 from Williams’ 
salary but gossip claims the sum was never taken out. He has been 
fined for spitting at the buffs who became disenchanted with him. 
But the sums were inconsequential for the offense.
